Stephenson was bornin England, 1824, and mi- 
grated to this country in his fourth year. After 
residence in Michigan for four years, he moved 
with his parents to Buffalo, N. Y., where after a 
time he took up the jeweller’s trade, and in off 
hours carved cameo heads. In 1844-45 he 
studied in Italy under several sculptors of note. 
Returning to America he continued his study, and 
ultimately became noted for his sturdy produc- 
tions and ideal nature. The figure was carved 
in Charlestown, Mass., from a block of Vermont 
marble, and was exhibited first at the Mercantile 
Library Association, and then at the World’s Fair, 
London, 1851. 

Note. — Through the efforts of Mr. Augustus 
Lothrop, who discovered the genius of Ste- 
phenson, and exhumed this work from storage 
bondage; the original owner, Dr. James W. 
Bartlett, was found, and it was by him given 
to the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Asso- 
ciation.
